The Catered Affair 
Some years ago, when 
Paddy 
Chayefsky was hired as a writer 
by Universal Pictures in 
Holly­ 
wood, he asked what he was sup­ 
posed to write. They showed him 
a screening of "Miracle On Thirty- 
fourth Street." "Now do you know 
what to write?” he was asked. 
"Sure,” he said, "a picture for 
Thelma Ritter” - who had a very 
small part. 
Chayefsky finally got around to 
this chore on Sunday on television 
with a play called "The Catered 
Affair,” starring Thelma Ritter. It 
wasn’t the very best Chayefsky, 
but then even second-rate Chayef­ 
sky is better than most first rate 
somebody else.

"The Catered Affair,” like every­ 
thing Chayefsky has written, is a 
very simple story about the most 
intense and shattering and univer­ 
sal business of marriage - a topic 
that seems to fascinate the author 
as the business of making and 
having (or 
not 
having) 
money 
seemed to fascinate Balzac. 
A wedding is being arranged for 
a young Bronx girl. The girl and 
her fiancee want only to get the 
ceremony over with, a small af­ 
fair, no fuss and feathers. 
The 
girl’s father 
(Pat 
Henning), 
a 
hackie with only a few painfully 
earned dollars in the bank and the 
dream of some day owning his own 
cab, heartily agrees on the small 
affair. 
rt,,u the mother of the bride 
(Thelma Ritter), 
for 
the 
time 
being, does too. But then people 
crowd into the act. The neighbor­ 
ing wives, doing their marketing, 
ask solicitously whether such a 
hasty, small affair means the girl 
is in trouble. An uncle, who lives 
with the bride’s family, is told he 
cannot attend the wedding because 
then all 
the 
other uncles 
and 
cousins and relatives would have 
to come, too. And he is outraged. 
All these things influence the 
mother 
toward 
having 
a 
big 
"proper” wedding. But more im­ 
portant is her own guilt toward a 
daughter she feels she has neglect­ 
ed. So presently the small wed­ 
ding becomes a large one which 
the hackie father can’t begin to 
afford. And everyone gets bollixed 
up. The matron of honor can’t 
afford a gown and wants to with­ 
draw. The bridegroom’s vacation 
plans 
threaten 
to be wrecked, 
meaning 
no 
honeymoon. 
The 
father’s dream of owning his own 
cab may be indefinitely postponed. 
In synopsis that way, it may 
sound strange that so small a 
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matter as whether a 
wedding 
should be large or small should 
generate so much passion and es­ 
pecially so many different ones. 
But all these small prepossessions 
seem terribly logical at the time. 
Still, the cumulative effect of the 
play is much less moving than 
say, "M arty,” simply because the 
question of how a man gets m ar­ 
ried is much less important than 
whether he will at all. 
There were some fine scenes, 
though. I liked one scene at dinner 
when the prospective father-in-law 
was boasting about how much he 
spent on his daughter’s wedding, 
while the camera catches glimpses 
of 
the 
father, 
the 
bride, 
the 
mother - each wrestling with his 
separate emotions and particular 
problems. And also the scenes be­ 
tween mother and daughter, and 
mother and uncle 
(who is 
her 
brother) and finally, cleverly post­ 
poned till the very last minute, 
between the husband and wife who 
are the father and mother of the 
bride. 
Altogether, it didn’t 
come 
off 
entirely successfully, 
partly be­ 
cause the ending was a little weak 
- it ended almost where it began -- 
and partly because the theme was 
rather fragile, too. But Chayefsky 
can never do anything badly. His 
sense of theater, scene by scene, 
is unerring. His people are very 
human and, even if you have never 


set foot in the Bronx, very much 
like the people next door.

And he’s also very lucky. These 
gentle dramas happen to have 
come along at a time when I feel 
strongly people are fed to the teeth 


with mayhem and sadism and vio­ 
lent Saturdays.

wonder 
his 
"M arty,” which is about whether a 
butcher will get married, is such a 
big hit in the movie houses.

Advertising basically is a way of 
telling the world you have an ap­ 
pliance or service to sell. You tell 
what it is, how it operates, and 
stress its advantages. You also 
may think the price is attractive. 
Fair enough! 
But when the pitch becomes a 
lie, when tricks are used to get 
inside your door, when statements 
are made that are very appealing, 
yet'also are very much unfounded, 
it is time for action 
action that 
is long overdue. 
In this column we have tried to 
spot-light many of these approach­ 
es to your pay check, and we have 
listed charges brought against vio­ 
lators. We believe that a major 
concern which risks your life and 
money with reckless claims should 
be given as much publicity when 
prosecuted as is the case when a 
local resident commits a misde­ 
meanor. 
We regret that many 
papers readily publish the names 
of small violators 
and 
carry 
nothing about the large ones. How­ 
ever, advertising enters here also. 
It is the fear of losing it that es­ 
tablishes many editorial policies. 
The present state legislature is 
attempting to provide what we call 
an anti-bait advertising bill, which 
really is an amendment to Section 
857 of the Penal Code of June 24, 
1939. There is danger in this act, 
as we warned early in the year, 
but there also is much good in it, 
if the final draft is written to pro­ 
tect all concerned. 
We believe this one will really 
more than touch your lives. 
It 
affects the many efforts to sell 
you goods, and it is closely re­ 
lated to freedom of 
the 
press, 
which certainly is a vital part of 
our national life. We publish here 
a few basic portions of the law: 
Section 857. Untrue, False and 
Misleading Advertising. 
- Who­ 
ever, with intent to sell or in any 
wise dispose of merchandise, secur­ 
ities, service, or any other thing, 
or with intent to increase the con­ 
sumption thereof, or to induce the 
public in any manner to enter into 
any obligation relating thereto, or 
to acquire title thereto or any in­ 
terest therein, makes, publishes, 
disseminates, or causes, directly or 
indirectly, the same to be made, 
published, disseminated, circulat­ 
ed, or placed before the public, in a 
newspaper or other publication in 
the form of a book, notice, handbill, 
poster, sign, bill, circular, pamph­ 
let, or letter, or over any radio o* 
television station or other medium 
of wireless communication or ill 
any other way, similar or dissimi* 
lar to the foregoing an advertise­ 
ment, announcement or statement 
of any sort regarding merchandise, 
security, investment, 
service 
or 
anything so offered to the public 
or concerning the quantity, quality, 
value, merit, use, present or for­

method or cost of production or 
manufacture, or the possession of 
rewards, prizes or distinctions con­ 
ferred, regarding such merchan­ 
dise, security, investment, service 
or thing, which advertisement con­ 
tains any assertion, representation, 
or statement of fact which is un­ 
true, deceptive, or misleading (and 
which is known, or which by the 
exercise of reasonable care should 
be known, to be untrue, deceptive,

a fine not exceeding five hundred 
dollars ($500), or undergo imprison­ 
ment not exceeding one (I) year, 
or both.

hicles, stocks, or generally any

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Checks and Balances 
By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON - We all recog­ 
nize that our government in its 
Executive branch today is under 
conservative management that has 
applied the brakes to slow down 
the economic and social reform 
movement developed during the 20 
years of the Roosevelt-Truman re­ 
gime that ended two years ago. 
While the bulk of those reforms 
still are on the books, and some 
like Social Security have been ex­ 
panded, others have been weaken­ 
ed by administrative rulings, no­ 
tably in the field of natural re­ 
sources, and especially in multi­ 
purpose development of our great 
river systems. How much further 
this back-tracking through adminis­ 
trative action may go no one can 
foretell. 
Much 
will 
depend 
on 
whether the Administration gets a 
further lease of power in next 
year’s national elections. 
In the midst of the current peace­ 
ful “counter-revolution,” 
as 
it 
might be called, the death a few 
days ago of former Justice Owen 
J. Roberts of the U. S. Supreme 
Court took the mind back to the 
noisy and exciting “revolution,” 
also peaceful, known as the New 
Deal which was directed by and 
dominated by the late Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 
For Owen J. Roberts became a 
key figure in an important phase 
of that era. He was a member of 
the Supreme Court, and the court 
became for a time a road-block to 
the dizzy 
economic 
and 
social 
changes generated by President 
Roosevelt and a Democratic Con­ 
gress. In the end Justice Roberts 
became an instrument in removing 


c h a t obstacle. 
The first big explosion came with 
the decision holding NRA uncon­ 
stitutional. That - National Recov­ 
ery Administration - was created 
by Congress to supervise codes be­ 
tween government and industry 
shortening hours and increasing 
wages in order to help to absorb 
the great army of unemployed and 
infuse purchasing power into our 
starved economy. At two succeed­ 
ing news conferences, President 
Roosevelt deplored that decision 
and castigated the court for taking 
the country back to the “horse and 
buggy age,” as he phrased it. 


The public debate that he stirred 
up then by his attack on the court 
was only intensified by another de­ 
cision. That nullified AAA, 
the 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis­ 
tration, the basic farm recovery 
s^ency created by Congress. In­ 
cidentally, that decision was deliv­ 
ered for a "majority of the court 
by Justice Roberts. This reporter, 
who was in the court that day, 
can still remember it. 
For two reasons. One was Jus­ 
tice Roberts, himself. He always 
delivered his opinions from mem­ 
ory, and that day his performance 
seemed especially impressive. A 
handsome figure of a man, he look­ 
ed out over the court from the 
end of the bench where he sat as 
he recited his opinion with the 
magnificence of a Shakespearean 
actor of the old school. The second 
striking factor was the tortuous, 
involved, devious path his decision 
took to arrive finally at the stran­ 
gulation of the AAA law so dear to 
millions of farmers. 
It was on that occasion that Jus­ 
tice Harlan Fiske Stone, who was 
rated among the liberals on the 
bench of that day and later was 
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brilliant diamond rings . . . 
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Chief Justice, bluntly denounced 
the court’s majority for arrogating 
to itself legislative power and tor­ 
turing the Constitution in this de­ 
cision, as he saw it. His outburst 
reflected the rising public criti­ 
cism of the court provoked by 
President Roosevelt. 
Perhaps the crowning blow came 
in the spring of 1936 when the 
court, by a 5 to 4 decision in which 
Justice Roberts joined the major­ 
ity, held a New York State law 
fixing minimum wages for women 
unconstitutional. That precipitated 
the Supreme Court issue into the 
national political conventions that 
year, and the candidate nominated 
by the Republicans, Governor Alf. 
M. Landon of Kansas, went so far 
as to come out for a constitutional 
amendment to permit states to pass 
minimum wage laws. 


In February of next year, 1937, 
after his landslide re-election, Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt submitted to Con­ 


to perfect position 


gress the now famous “packing” 
bill to increase the size of the 
court by adding a member for each 
of the sitting members over 70 who 
remained on the bench. This was 
the ultimate challenge to Chief 
Justice Charles Evans Hughes, who 
had seen the threat to the court and 
its prestige in the previous Roose­ 
velt attacks. His hand was visible 
in a decision handed down soon 
thereafter which upheld, 5 to 4, a 
Washington State law fixing mini­ 
mum wages for women. That re­ 
versed the New York decision, the 
about-face coming within the short 
space of only nine months. 
Here Justice Roberts was the 
key. He switched to uphold the 
minimum wage principle, swing­ 
ing the court that way. It came 
out afterward that the court al­ 
ready had taken its vote in private 
before President Roosevelt had 
submitted his court “packing” bill. 
But this shift was indicative of the 
skilful maneuvering which Chief 
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Justice Hughes had begun soon af­ 
ter the election and the strategy 
became very plain subsequently as 
the court upheld other New Deal 
statutes, one after another. That 
tempered the storm and eventually 
the “packing” bill was abandoned. 
So, through the years, the pen­ 
dulum swings back and forth in 
our government of checks 
and 
balances. 
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Ergo sum cogito 
(District Forester A. H, Vogler 
expresses his sylvan reaction.) 
Ever since early man experienc­ 
ed awe and fear at the vastness of 
his primitive surroundings hhs na­ 
ture dominated him. Droughts and 
floods, ice sheets and earthquakes 
drove him to a life of wandering. 
Lightning, sunsets, and fires filled 
him with pagan reverence and su­ 
perstition. However, as a creature 
endowed with a mind driven by 
curiosity (even as today) he was 
able to resolve to his use much of 
the unknown he had to live with. 
We can say he survived because 
of three words, “Ergo sum cogito” 
- - “I think, therefore, I am’.” 
Because of a vast accumulation 
of knowledge spanning thousands 
of years, man was able to settle 
down to a life of specialized liv­ 
ing; some becoming farmers and 
herdsmen, others industrialists and 
researchers. With increase in popu­ 
lations and knowledge his world 
was shrinking. Modern living de­ 
manded his attention with the re­ 
sult that his “time-for-living-natur- 
ally” was dwindling away from his 
control. 
Only in comparatively recent 
time are we reverting again to the 
appreciation of nature about us. Al­ 
tho it seems, only, because we are 
being made aware of the fact the 
vital natural resources we depend 
upon are being used up. 
Again, we are becoming a society 
which is awed by softly glowing 
sunsets, blinking stars and the 
soothing rhythm of flowing waters. 
Some people are thrilled by crag­ 
gy mountains and rocky canyons, 
but most of us 
prefer 
greener 
vistas. Swamps and ponds embrac­ 
ed by green mansions of trees de- 
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light and enchant us. 
We must surely live next to the 
earth to know it. We must relax to 
appreciate. How explain the sensa­ 
tion one feels on hearing gulls 
mewing along tile Allegheny or be 
startled by the weird call of a 
Loon on Chapman Dam? Here one 
needs no thought to hurry. North­ 
ern hardwoods trees ring Chapman 
Park reservoir in a Spring blanket 
of green tolerating the hemlocks 
and pine, original residents of an 
ancient glacial age. Logging, lum­ 
bering and fire generally eliminat­ 
ed the pine and hemlocks, but those 
that survived stand proud in de­ 
fiance of the maple, beech and 
other hardwoods. Threatening with 
patience, that in a future day the 
conifer will again replace them. 
This Warren County park is a 
place of relaxation and content­ 
ment. A place to picnic and hike. 
To study the trees and smaller 
plants. To sit and watch a sunset. 
See deer suspiciously approach the 
waters edge for their evening drink 
and listen to the call of birds in 
windruffled leaves. Hear tree frogs 
peeping in the melancholy marshes 
of the back water. 
Of such a “spectacular” are we 
the stewards. These out of doors 
are ours to use, protect, and keep 
clean. These areas of Penn Woods 
are our responsibility as citizens 
to wratch over and enjoy for our­ 
selves £nd others for now and for­ 
ever. Who can doubt these forests, 
fields, and waters are our inheri­ 
tances from a power out of Genesis 
stronger than any atomic bomb?

Big Owl Beaten By Goose 
(Game Commission Release.) 
An Erie County game protector, 
Elmer Simpson, tells of an unusual 
bird battle. He 
says, 
“Howard 
Sanders, 
a farmer living near 
Edinboro, lost several ducks and 
blamed foxes. On a recent night he 
investigated a commotion near his 
barn and found a great horned owl 
and a tame goose in a battle royal. 
In the fracas the owl was so badly 
injured it could not fly. Sanders 
obtained a shotgun and, with a 
light, ran the owl down and 6hot it. 
The goose seemed none the worse 
for wear.”

(lame Bird Cooperative Nesting 
Plan 
Game Protector William E. Ful­ 


mer, Carbon 
County, 
reported: 
“Near Weissport, early in April, a 
duck nest was observed to contain 
a goodly number of eggs. Among 
the duck eggs were two pheasant 
eggs. A female pheasant was seen 
to leave the nest when persons 
approached. Pictures were taken 
of a mallard hen and a ringneck 
hen sitting side by side on the nest. 
There was a grand total of 34 
mallard eggs, plus 2 pheasant eggs, 
laid in the same nest.” 
Game Protector D. W. Heacox, 
Westmoreland County, tells this 
two-in-one nesting story. “On April 
21st, while on foot patrol on a ridge 
above the Loyalhanna Flood Con­ 
trol Dam, I found a grouse nest 
containing 14 grouse eggs and 4 
ringneck pheasant eggs. This was 
in big woods quite some distance 
from fields or openings. One grouse 
egg was cracked. Two days later 
the cracked egg was about 12 feet 
from the nest. I neversaw the ring­ 
neck hen on or near the nest.” 
The ringneck’s habit of laying 
eggs in other game birds’ nests was 
covered in a research report by 
Dr. Logan J. Bennett in 1936. The 
report was based on a study he 
made in Iowa that year. The Penn­ 
sylvania Game Commission’s pres­ 
ent Executive Director was then a 
biologist employed by the old U. S. 
Bureau of Biological Survey. The 
following extracts are from Dr. 
Bennett’s report titled The Ring­ 
necked Pheasant Is A Nesting Par­ 
asite Of Other Game Birds. 
“In many cases pheasants utilize 
puddle duck nesting areas as read­ 
ily as do ducks. In 1934 the author 
observed one pheasant nest per 
acre on a one-hundred-acre tract of 
a duck nesting area in Iowa. Dur­ 
ing the duck studies 340 puddle 
duck nests were observed. Of this 
number 16 contained 
pheasant 
eggs. 
“The largest clutch found was 
that of a blue-winged teal contain­ 
ing fourteen teal eggs and eleven 
pheasant eggs. In only one case did 
the pheasant eggs outnumber the 
duck eggs. A number of single 
pheasant eggs were found from 
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several inches to several feet from 
duck nests. 
“In all cases the nests were oc­ 
cupied by ducks and not by pheas­ 
ants. In two instances the pheasant 
eggs hatched at the same time as 
those of the duck. One can imagine 
the situation that must have arisen 
when the duck took her brood to 
the m arsh!” 
At the end of his report, 19 years 
ago, Dr. Bennett summarized his 
findings as follows: 
1. Approximately 4.7 percent of 
the puddle duck nests in the prairie 
area of Iowa are parasitized by 
the ring-necked pheasant. 
2. Apparently pheasant eggs de­ 
posited in duck nests reduce the 
potential number of duck eggs. 
3. A small percentage of pheas­ 
ant eggs deposited in duck nests 
hatch. 


4. There is no apparent strife 
between nesting ducks and nesting 
pheasants. 
5. A small percentage of king rail 
nests, Virginia rail nests, and Eur­ 
opean partridge nests are parasitiz­ 
ed by pheasants.

Echoes From Our Past 


A W ARREN COUNTY BOOK 
by 
Ernest C. Miller 
As I write these words, a small 
rather battered looking book is at 
my side. It is in no sense an 
ordinary book, indeed, it is one of 
the most unusual I’ve ever seen. 
The volume should be of prime 
interest to Warren County residents 
for it is the earliest known book 
by a resident of the county. It is 
nationally known as an important 
reference for early hunting means 
and methods in the wilderness of 
northwestern Pennsylvania, 
but 
more especially it serves 
as 
a 
guide to the habits of such animals 
as the elk, deer, bear, panther, 
wolf, fox, and the rattlesnake. 
The little book measures only 
five by seven and one-half inches, 
contains 238 pages, and carries the 
imposing title “ Pioneer Life, or, 
Thirty 
Years 
a 
Hunter." 
The 
author? Philip Tome of Corydon 
and his book appeared in 1854. 
Published at Buffalo, it was un-

Over the years it has been ru­ 
mored that Philip Tome did 
write the book himself, that 
nette Tome, a school teacher 
wife of Philip’s son, John T( 
aided her father-in-law in prepar- 
the work. It might well be, ‘ 
if Philip did have such help, 
larm was done except in smooth­ 
ing the language used, for the ex­ 
periences are certainly those of a 
professional 
hunter 
who 
spent 
years at his trade. 
Philip Tome was bom March 2, 
782, in Dauphin County, Pennsyl­ 
vania, of German parents 
(his 
ather went by the name Toma) 
and before 1815 Philip was hunting 
in the Allegheny region south of 
Olean, N. Y. He was one of the 
first settlers at Corydon and dur­ 
ing his life gained 
an 
intimate 
knowledge of animal life that per- 
laps has never been surpassed. 
In 1799, Philip was along Pine 
Creek with his 
father. 
A 
Mr. 
Stevenson bet the elder Tome $1250 
that he could not capture an elk 
alive and Tome took the wager. 
Tour months time was allowed for 
the task but when the hunting party 
got under way, it took them only 
a week, with the use of a pack of 
dogs, to corner, rope, and capture 
large elk; they transported the 
animal down Pine Creek on a rough 
raft and Tome collected his win­ 
nings. 
In later years Philip Tome was 
to capture other elk himself and 
was one of the very few hunters 
to ever do so. 
Tome wrote his philosophy of 
lunting and it has stood well the 
test of time. He said, “It is not 
the destruction of life which affords 
the pleasure of the chase; it is the 
excitement attendant upon the very 
uncertainty of it which 
induces 
men to leave luxurious homes and 
expose themselves to the hardships 
and perils of the wilderness. Even 
when, after a weary chase, the 
game is brought down, he cannot, 
after the first thrill of triumph, 
look without a pang of remorse, 
upon the form which was so beau­ 
tifully adapted to its situation, and 
which his hand has reduced to a 
m ere lump of flesh." 
A lot of common sense can be 
found in Tome’s pages. He ex­ 
plains that when a group went 
hunting, the

killing

first of any kind of animal was to 
have the skin, no one killed any 
animal that had been tamed to 
any degree, discharged guns should 
be reloaded at once, always pass 
deer and approach them as they 
come towards you, and if you are 
troubled by wolves, kill two or

WASHINGTON - The new Hoov­ 
er Commission reports 
are 
the 
counter-revolution to the New Deal. 
They go so far, indeed, that Demo­ 
crats are happily looking forward 
to running against Hoover, again 
next year. 
The same thought has occurred 
to Eisenhower Republicans, 
and 
their private comments are im­ 
polite. 
The 
immediate 
prospect 
therefore is warm praise for Hoov­ 
er but a cold Administration shoul­ 
der for his legislative proposals. 
Democrats do not expect to leave 
it at that, however. Since they con­ 
trol Congress, they are in a position 
to furnish a forum for advertising 
the philosophy of the former Re­ 
publican President. They now plan 
to hold hearings next year on the 
drastic Hoover recommendations 
for curtailing governmental func­ 
tions. 
In making these recommenda­ 
tions the former 
President 
has 
rushed in where the vast majority 
of working politicians fear to tread. 
President Eisenhower 
himself 
has repeatedly accepted the New 
Deal framework. Right wing Re­ 
publicans grumbled openly that his 
last State of the Union message 
was a New Deal speech, and Demo­ 
crats agreed. It is the reason they 
have so much trouble making a 
case against him. 
In actual performance his record 
is mixed. He has made no new 
starts in public power and sponsor­ 
ed the gift of the marginal oil

it became apparent that his first 
chairman of his Committee on In­ 
tergovernmental Relations. 
Clar­ 
ence Manion, was committed to 
the Hoover philosophy, Manion was 
asked to leave. 
What may confuse the public as 
the new fight shapes up is that the 
.first Hoover Commission was a bi­ 
partisan affair to which, for ex­ 
ample, Dean Acheson made a ma­ 
jor. contribution. It was designed to 
make government more efficient 
and less costly. President Truman 
recommended most of its reforms 
and helped put them through Con­ 
gress. 
The new group has moved into 
the controversial area of the proper 
function of government. 
It 
was 
stacked against the New Deal from 
the start, only one liberal Demo­ 
crat, Rep. Chet Holifield of Cali­ 
fornia, being appointed to it. Holi­ 
field 
has 
consistently 
dissented 
from its findings. 
The situation now 
shaping up 
raises anew the question of former 
President 
Hoover’s 
stature 
and 
standing with the American people. 
It was a political imperative for 
the 
Republicans 
to 
rehabilitate 
him. So long as the last Republi­ 
can President was a symbol only 
for bitter depression and govern­ 
mental inactivity in the face of it, 
it was improbable that a Republi­ 
can could be elected President. 
They got a break they could not 
have expected when former Presi­ 
dent Harry Truman, himself well 
acquainted with the vicissitudes of 
politics, helped by appointing Hoov­ 
er head of the first governmental 
reorganization commission. It was 
a generally popular project and 
the former President’s comeback 
began. 
Democrats at the time argued it 
was a political mistake. But Tru­ 
man knew what it was to be down 
and to be kicked when you are 
down. He overruled the protests. 


Harry Truman incidentally has 
still to be even invited to the White 
House by the general he appointed 


to be Supreme Commander of th 
NATO forces.

The Continuing B attle 
We have a constitution. The next 
job, the everlasting job, is to make 
it work. It might even need some 
improving. But improvements 
in 
this nation should be 
aimed 
at 
greater freedoms, clarification of 
freedoms, and assurance of the 
same. 
Freedom of speech is about as 
basic as you can get, whether it 
be by word of mouth to a friend 
on the street, a private conversa­ 
tion in your home, a call on the 
telephone, a statement in the press, 
a news report on the radio, or a 
televised message. But those in­ 
volved in all of these activities are 
in danger of losing their advan­ 
tages if they do not remain alert. 
Many of us do not become very 
excited about the wiretapping situa­ 
tion. Some believe it is a good way 
to catch criminals and saboteurs. 
Some even believe it is a silly 
place for personal m atters and you 
might as well face the fact that 
you never can count on having a 
really private line. 
But there is something involved 
much deeper than that. One of the 
early battles for freedom in this 
nation was against the “general 
w arrant." This 
was 
a 
w arrant 
which allowed a police officer to 
enter your home without having a 
specific reason. 
He didn’t even 
need your name on the warrant. 
It was what we call today, “police 
state procedure.” It did happen 
here, and before the day of the 
telephone. 
We fought that one out and today 
you are protected from such un­ 
controlled violation of your priv­ 
acy. But the wiretapping sugges­ 
tion could be a step in the other 
direction. Here we have what a- 
mounts to a “general w arrant.” 
Your private conversation on the 
telephone no longer is 
remotely 
private if wire tapping is perm it­ 
ted. 
Wire tapping probably will be 
permitted. But like the battle over 
the warrant, there must be one 
over the restrictions of how tap­ 
ping is to be done and what is to 
justify it. You have a major part 
in this one and should be giving it 
much thought. Thought that could 
be nicely followed by letters to 


your congressman (which in this 
area no doubt is a discouraging 
thought).

As For Photographers 
The new look in news gathering 
is the camera. And up to now 
there has been no higher court 
ruling on the many bans placed by 
judges against taking news pictures 
in courts. 
Seven Pittsburgh and Westmore­ 
land news men have been found 
guilty of violating such 
a 
ban, 
though they took their pictures out­ 
side the court room. Their case 
has been appealed to the 
state 
supreme court and may be heard 
next fall. 
Out Cleveland way, three em­ 
ployes of Cleveland Press Editor 
Louis B. Seltzer have been fined 
for contempt of court. They flashed 
a bulb in the common pleas court 
of Judge H. Silbert. The United 
States supreme court refused to 
take jurisdiction after 
the 
Ohio 
supreme court upheld the convic­ 
tion. 
Meanwhile, several judges have 
gone along with 
experiments to 
prove that pictures can be taken 
without disturbing the decorum of 
the court. Most of these tests have 
been made without flash bulbs and 
some judges have asked when the 
boys were going to start working, 
not realizing that modern photog­ 
raphy enables well equipped news­ 
men to work unobtrusively. 
* * * 
On And On 
The press freedom scrap keeps 
right on moving and with many 
gains to overcome some 
of the 
subtle losses. Out in Illinois they 
are debating a “right to know bill” 
which would open all meetings of 
city, village, and county councils 
to the public. 
Plus 
the 
school 
boards. 
Up in Niagara Falls a paper is 
calling the closed meetings of the 
Housing Authority a violation of 
the people’s rights to know. 
In Los Angeles county, Califor­ 
nia, the Sacramento legislators held 
private meetings so that they could 
let their hair down and talk. The 
newspaper publishers association 
of that state tied into that one, 
calling it a stupid action and sug­ 
gesting that legislators might be 
better off if they had a competent 
newspaperman get the news direct, 
and accurately report it, than take 
chances on it being garbled by 
official interpreters. 
(An experi­ 
ence not uncommon in some War­ 
ren county communities.)
